“I had been studying an analog- 
ous case, the Bixby case,” Edwards 
asserts, “‘and held that in that case 
it was ultra vires for the bank to 
have invested its money in the 
annuities and first mortgage bonds 
of the Railway Exchange Building 
Co., pursuant to syndicate agree- 
ments creating these securities, on, 
among others the ground that it 
was a speculative investment and 
the transfer of a portion of the as- 
sets of the bank from the control 
of the directors to the contro! of 
syndicate managers.

200 PATIENTS CARRIED T0

Several on Lower Floors of Albany 
Building Jump Into Street;

Two hundred patients were carried 
to safety down ladders, fire 
escapes and elevators here today 
within 20 minutes after fire started 
on the upper floor of the Memorial 
hospital.

Standing Reward of $1000. _ 

The Madison County Bankers’ 
Association has a standing offer of 
$1000 reward for the apprehen- 
sion of bank robbers. Recommen- 
dations that a reward of $5000 or 
$10,000 be offered for the arrest or 
killing of any bank robber in 
Madison County will be made at 
the next meeting of the bankers’ 
association by the chairman of its 
Committee on Protection, D. E. 
Aylward, a banker of Livingston. 

At the time of Friday’s holdup, 
which took place in front of the 
Madison Postoffice as Blatz and 
Smith were taking $23,500 from the 
Postoffice to their bank, two field 
representatives of the _ Illinois 
Bankers’ Association, R. C. Saun- 
ders and Joseph Schrader, were in 
Granite City urging bankers there 
to adopt a protective, program, 
which has been taken up in many 
Illinois counties. 

Protective Arrangements, 

The program calls for the ap- 
pointment by the Sheriff of three 
special deputies for each bank. 
The deputies are men employed in 
stores adjacent to the bank and lo- 
cated strategically. When robbers 
appear, a bank employe can notify 
the deputies by pressing a buzzer 
connected with their stores. The 
deputies are then expected to pick 
up shotguns and capture the rob- 
bers, dead or alive. 

Until Friday’s robbery. banks in 
the Tri-Cities—Granite City, Madi- 
son and Venice—had not been 
bothered by robberg’ since 1924, 
when a series of holdups was com- 
mitted. Most of th men implicat- 
ed in those robberies were cap- 
tured and sent to prison. 

In the belief criminals driven 
out of Chicago were moving south- 
ward and operating in and around 
Madison County, farmers of that 
county met recently at Edwards- 
ville to demand protection. Com- 
plaints were made that criminals 
were operating with increasing 
abandon on the hard roads, hold- 
ing up motorists, molesting women 
and looting stores and farmhouses.

the air was turned on the stern 
pontoons. 

At 2:58 the stern pontoons broke 
water, and the men on the Falcon 
began to haul in the air lines 
which were attached to the pon- 
toons.. The other pontoons were 
blown at 3:20 and. two minutes 
later the conning tower of the 
submarine came up. It rose to a 
height of about four feet above 
the wurface and the twisted ladder, 
one of the periscopes and the ra- 
dio mast\.

WASHINGTON, March 17.—The 
Missouri delegation in the House 
prefers the Norris plan for Gov- 
ernment operation*of Muscle Shoals 
to the Willis-Madden proposal to 
turn the project over to the Amer- 
ican Cyanamid Co., a poll of the 
delegation today, disclosed. ‘The 
Norris plan has been adopted by 
the Senate and has been referred 
to the House Military Affairs 
Committee, which is expected fo 
report on it within two weeks. 

The poll revealed that four 
Democratic members are definite- 
ly in favor of the bill as it passed 
the Senate, two Democratic mem- 
bers favor it in principle, and four 
Democrats are undecided, al. 
though not pledged to the Willis- 
Madden plan. The four Republic- 
an members of the delegation said 
they were undecided, but added 
they were not committed to the 
Willis-Madden bill. Two of the 
Democratic members are out of 
town. 

Cochran for Norris Bill. 

Representative John J. Coch- 
ran (Democrat) of St. Louis said: 
“I am for the Norris bill as it 
passed the Senate. The people are 
demanding settlement of this 
Muscle Shoals problem, and there 
is no way to get a settlement at 
this session of Congress except 
through approval by the House of 
the Senate bill. The decisive vote 
in the Senate for the Norris meas- 
ure proves the futility of any ef- 
fort by the House ta,substitute the 
Madden bill, whihce is on entirely 
different lines. 

“Government operation would be 
given a fair test under the Norris 
bill. If after this test it should 
appear more advantageous to the 
public to have the Shoals privately 
operated, then I would be for a 
leasing bill. -At present the sensi. 
ble thing to do is to put the Shoals 
to work for the production of pow.- 
er and fertilizer under the Norris 
plan.” . 

The other Democrats who favor 
the immediate enactment of the 
Norris Bill are Representatives 
Ralph F. Lozier, Second District; 
Cc. C. Dickinson, Sixth District and 
Clarence Cannon, Ninth District. 
These who favor it in principle 
are Representatives M, A. Rom- 
jue, Third District, and Thomas 
L. Rubey, Sixteenth District. 

Loader to Vote For It. 

Lozier stated that he would vote 
for the Norris bill, although he 
did not consider it perfect. 

“However,” he added, “it is su- 
perior to the Madden bill in that 
it safeguards the rights of the 
American people.” 

Dickinson, the dean of the dele- 
gation, and a member of the pow- 
erful Ways and Means Commit- 
tee, said: “I am for the Norris 
bill and I believe it will pass if 
allowed to come to a vote in the 
House. Of course Ahe power in- 
terests will do everything they can 
to block a vote, They’ve been at 
this game for seven years and had 
it not been for the indefatigable 
efforts of Senator Norris, they 
would have won.

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Creation Still —  “|0ST AT FOLEY'S”: 
Going On, Scientist Says 


Dr. R. A. Millikan Offers Evidence for Inter- 
stellar Birth of Elements and Against 
Disintegration of Earth. | 


By the Associated Press. 

PASADENA, Cal, March 17.— 
Discovery of evidence tending to 
show that the process of creation 
now is going on in the, heavens, 
and that dhe earth, instead of dis- 
integrating, as long has-been be- 
lieved, is going through an endless 
cycle of evolution, was announced 
here last night by Dr. Robert A. 
Millikan, noted scientist. 

Millikan’s announcement, made 
at a meeting of the California In- 
stitute of Technology, said that 
while his experiment had not been 
completed and should not be taken 
as final, “we may have some con- 
fidence in the conclusion.” 

The findings of Millikan indi- 
cated that the toms which form 
oxygen, silicon, magnesium and 
iron—the elements which make up 
about 95 per cent of the mass of 
meteorites and‘a similar propor- 
tion of the earth—are being con- 
stantly created in the heavens and 
shot with terrific speed into the 
body of this planet. 

The cosmic rays are held to be 
energy which escapes during the 
process of formation of these 
atoms, 

In explaining the birth of a heliunT 


atom, Millikan pointed out that the | 
atomic weight of that element Was | 
4.00054 grams, The atomic weight | 


of hydrogen is 1.00778 grams, The 
helium atom is made up of four 
hydrogen atoms, But four units of 
hydrogen atom weigh 4.03112 
grams—.03058 of a gram more 
than the same number when con- 
verted into helium. 


This difference—.03058 of a gram 
—according to Einstein's equation 
showing the relation of mass to 
energy, escapes into space in the 
form of energy. In measuring the 
cosmic ray Millikan discovered 
that the most conspicuous wave 
band in it had approximately the 
same co-efficient of absorption 
power as the amount of penetra- 
tion power of a monochromatic 
ether wave origirfated in the for- 
mation of helium atoms. 

“Putting together, then,” con- 
cluded Millikan, “the quantitative 
and qualitative evidence, we may 
have some confidence in the con- 
clusfon that the heretofore myste- 
rious cosmic rays which shoot un- 
ceasingly in all directions are an- 
nouncements sent out through the 
ether of the birth of elements.”

L. C. Dyer and H. F. Niedringhaus, 
of St. Louis; Charles L. Faust of 
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St. Joseph, and Joe Manlove of 
Joplin. . 
Faust stated there wasn’t much 
choice for one of his political phil- 
osophy between the Norris and the 
Willis-Madden plains. 

“I am against Government own- 
ership,” he said, “and yet I don’t 
see why we should let this valuable 
property get out of our hands. I 
want to see the committee report 
before I make up my fhind.”

‘LEAPS 10 DEATH 


David F. Hishon Jumps from 
Eads Bridge—Passer-By Tries 
Vainly to Dissuade Him. 


The Mississippi River holds the 
body of David F. Hishon; 28 years 
old, of 5029A Wells avenue; who 
jumped from Eads Bridge early 
yesterday, leaving a note in which 


he said: “I did this because I lost 
all my money at Foley’s.” 

Frank Larmer, @ passerby who 
vainly attempted to dissuade Hish- 
on from ending his life, and two 
city detectives summoned by Lar- 
mer, saw Hishon’s body rise to the 
surface of the water once after his 
leap.

Hishon was a son of Policeman 
Dennis Hishon, who died im 1924. 
He lived with his mother and sis- 
ter. They identified the cap,card 
and handwriting on th note as that 
of their son and brother. 

Larmer, who is a salesman, liv- 
ing at the Downtown Y, M. C. A., 
was walking across the bridge from 
East St. Louis about 3:30 a. m. 
Hishon, a strangér to him, climbed 
over the south rail near the mid- 
dle of the bridge. 

In response to Larmer’s inquiries, 
Hishon said he was going to 
drown himself. Pressed for his 
reason, he answered: “Everything’s 
wrong at home. 

Larmer spent salf an hour trying 
to dissuade Hishon from self-de- 
struction.

Finally when Hishon announced 
he was ready to jump, and asked 
Larmer to give his note to police, 
Larmer went for the two city de- 
tectives stationed at the-St, Louis 
end of the bridge.

They Were 
brought before the public in the harsh days 
of the 1919 strike, when the United Mine 
Workers hopefully brought their Plumb 
Plan for reorganization of the industry to 
public attention; they were thrust into our 
consciousness again 1922-1923 wtken a 
coal strike which succeeded in causing a 
coal shortage stirred an apathetic President 
to appoint a Federal Coal Commissten, 
which made a good but long-since-forgetten 
report. The coal miners have a right to 
think of themselves as something iess than 
Americans.

HOTEL AND OFFICE BUILDINGS 
REDUCE SMOKE 91 PER GENT 


Citizens’ Abatement Teague Re- 
ports Chief Factor Was Change 
Made by Hotel Jefferson. . 

The campaign for smoke reduc< 
tion has produced its most marked 
results in hotel and office bufld- 
ings, according to Osborn Monnett, 
consulting engineer of the Citizens’ 
Smoke Abatement League. In this 
group there was a reduction of $1 
per cent in smoke production this 
winter, compared with last year’s 
figures. 

The chief factor in the reduction 
was the elimination of the Jeffer- 
son Hotel, formerly classified as a 
chronic smoke producer, but now 
obtaining its heating service from 
a central heating plant. 

Engineers and firemen of bullé- 
ings in this group have received 
first hand instruction in scientific 
methods of firtng. The density of 
smoke from this source this year 
was 2 per cent Where last year 
it was 23 per cent.

IFE in Hollywood is like Sun-

For this 


time she was not posing in the studio of a New York fash- 
ion designer, but was photographed descending the steps 
of a little church in a fashionable suburb of Westchester 


County, New York. And instead of 
being surrounded by merchants, de- 
signers and dressmakers, she was sur- 
rounded by admiring friends who had 
just witnessed her marriage to Edward 
Lyman Bill, New York millionaire 
clubman and publisher. 

Much to the relief of New York 
coutouriers and designers, Dorothy 
Smart does not intend to abandon her 
business of modeling for the more leis- 
urely life of a wealthy young matron. 
Modeling, which has generally been 
looked upon as a rather casual and, by 
some persons, even undignified occu- 
pation, has been converted by Miss 
Smart into something of a fine art. 
Actresses and celebrities often lend 
their pulchritude and the prestige of 
their names to the. glorification of 
some designer’s creation in hats or 
gowns, and in the numerous factories 
and display rooms which abound in 
New York there are many young wom- 
en who earn a livelihood as manni- 
. Kins. But Miss Smart, who took up 
the work almost accidentaily in 1924, 
has not only made a career of wearing 
other peoples’ clothes, but has been 
able to obtain a decidedly impressive 
income from the business of allowing 
herself to be photographed in them. 


OROTHY'S debut as a model 
1) took place little more than three 

years ago. She had been attend- 
ing Bryn Mawr College, and even at 
that school, attended by the daughters 
of wealthy parents who could afford 
to pr de their children with expen- 
sive and handsome apparel, Dorothy 
was conspicudus for her manner of 
dressing. Her mother, Mrs. Helena 
Smart, before her marriage to Eugene 
F. Verdery III of Augusta, Georgia, and 
New York, had been a designer of 
clothes and the proprietor of an ex- 
clusive New York shop. Thus Dorothy 
wore very becoming frocks made of 
the best material and cut in the latest 
mode. However, there was an addi- 
‘ional element in her appearance, in- 
dependent of the clothes themselves. 
She had a knack of wearing clothes, 
a gift which certainly not all wom- 
en possess, and a dress which often 
might look very ordinary on othe 
young women could be worn with con- 
siderable attractiveness by her. Her 
ability to wear ordinary clothes so as to 
lend them distinction attracted the at- 
tention of a friend of the family who 
was an official connected with the 
great department store of Wanamak- 
er's in New York. 

“You know,’ he remarked casually 
while visiting the family one evening 
in 1924, “‘your clothes look awfully 
food on you.

Dorothy § ac- 
cepted the invi- 
tation in a spir- 
it of adventure, 
having no idea that 
her venture was 
soon to make her 
the most photo- 
graphed young 
woman in America 
She went to Wana- 
maker’s and there 
posed for a num- 
ber of pictures, 
wearing hats and 
dresses and coats 
which were to be advertised for sale. 
It was immediately observed that she 
photographed exceptionally well. The 
clothes did not appear as though they 
had been put on specially for a photo- 
graph; they seemed rather to be part 
of her. Her pictures looked natural 
and unaffected. Sh® was asked to pose 
again. The advertisements in which 
her likeness appeared attracted the at- 
tention of other merchants and design- 
ers. Inquiries were made and soon 
she was in demand. She found the 
work pleasant and profitable and she 
continued doing it. Today she has 
more demands for her services than 
she can satisfy. The smartest New 
York designers and merchants are her 
Clients and she is often forced to de- 
cline many requests for photographs 
for the simple reason that the day is 
Only 24 hours long and part of it must 
be given over to recreation and rest.

dictator, visited New York, he declared 
that Dorothy Smart was a ‘‘perfect 
type’ and an “ideal model.”” She was 
one of the four American girls who re- 
turned with him to Paris to spend six 
months there displaying his creations 
in his exclusive atelier. 


ISS SMART has made of model- 
Mo a very lucrative profession. 
For the sake of convenience she 
took an apartment for herself in the 
city. She has her own maid, who 
helps her make the necessary changes 
in costume when posing, and a secre- 
tary who arranges her schedule of ap- 
pointments for her. She usually 
charges from $10 to $25 for a set of 
poses, depending on the number of 
pictures to be takén, and her income 
last year is estimated to have been 
close to $20,000. She averages about 
four or five appointments a day. She 
works hard, and 9 o'clock in the morn- 
ing usually finds her out of her apart- 
ment and busily parading before a 
camera. There are many days when 
she does not see home again until aft- 
er 6. And she is usually a very tired 
young lady when that hour strikes. 
After all, making 15 or 20 changes of 
clothes a day is a pretty strenuous way 
of spending one’s time.

Constantinopile’s fate hung in the ba)- 
ance while Christendom debated 
whether or not it should be returned 
to the possession of the infidel and it 
was many months before the allies de- 
cided to give it back to Turkey. 

Assigned to the command of the a)- 
lied police in the Pera district was Ma- 
jor Ernest Cassel Maxwell, a British 
army officer. He was instructed, be- 
sides maintaining the general peace, 
to be on his guard against plots ot 
bolshevik Russia and to ferret out al! 
its agents who were then, it was said, 
trying to disseminate their doctrines 
among the Turks and secure control 
of Constantinople to Russia. 

In the same district of the city, al- 
though their paths had never crossed. 
Was a countrywoman of Major Max- 
wells—-Miss Odette Keun. She was 
something of an adventureass, in addi- 
tion to being a writer of sorts, and nad 
landed in Constantinople in the back- 
wash of the war, at the height of the 
excitement. 

Miss Keun, of Dagish cxtraction. was 
a woman of decided opinions and did 
not hesitate to voice them.

Miss Keun disdained to file a reply 
to Col. Maxwell's sult and did not 
even appear in court, nor was she rep- 
resented by counsel. The publisher 
and printer appeared in their own de- 
fense and withered as Miss Keun’'s in- 
flammatory letters were read aloud. 

Counsel for the publisher begged 
the court to disregard these missives, 
as Miss Keun was just “‘pouring out 
her soul,’’ but Mr. Justice Avory was 
unable to take this view and, con- 
demning all three defendants in one 
blast. remarked that Miss Keun’s out- 
pourings were more like those of the 
cuttle-fish than of a woman. 

“Tt is really difficult to ascertain 
the character of this person, the au- 
thor,”’ he remarked. “The forensic and 
poetical expression (pouring out her 
soul) which escaped from the counsel's 
lips with regard to her is very inap- 
propriate when one looks at her let- 
ters. 

“Instead of ‘pouring out her soul,’ 
she seems more like a_ cuttle-fish, 
which pours out a volume of inky 
fluid when it is pursued.” ; 


Iss KEUN N had poured out her 
LY ee but not so impetuously, 
4 once before in another volume. 
entitled ‘My Adventures in Bolshevik 
Ruasia,”’ in which Col. Maxwell came 
in for mention. 

“Prince Tariel,’ however, Was a 
real scorcher. It was advertised as a 
novel of a mythical “Georgian Repub- 
lic’ and on the cover was the figure 
ef a half-stripped woman pictured as 
being flogged. The blurb writer had 
done his bit, too. He described it as 
“a atory of modern Georgia, a roman- 
tic story floating vividly over a sub- 
stratum of real happenings. It is liv- 
ing, contemporary romance, a phase of 
history lit by a passionate love story.” 

The novel aimed to portray life in a 
Near Eastern republic, the action 
touching on India and Constantinople,

Mr. Cape testified that only 
502 copies had been sold and that 
nine-tenths of these had been bought 
up by IHbraries.

Maxwell had protested the sale of the 
book, Mr. Cape said, he had made 
every effort to call back these copies 
and had stopped publication. Mr. 
Cape was hurt by the fact that while 
Col. Maxwell, in his petition for dam- 
ages, had expressed great horror 
over the affair and characterized the 
novel as “a deathless thing” that 
would forever haunt him, actually he 
had taken it as a joke and had dis- 
tributed copies among his friends. 

It was Col. Maxwell's delight to 
carry a number of copies of the

sent them to acquaintances and some- 
times strangers, it was testified. It 
was related that he experienced par- 
ticular delight in presenting Col 
Cooke-Collis with ‘‘Prince Tariel’’ and 
enjoying the Colonel's discomfiture. 

Mr. Croom-Johnson, testifying on 
behalf of the printers, Butier @& Tan- 
ner, Ltd., said ‘‘Prince Tariel’’ was 
such ‘‘extravagant fiction’ that no one 
would possibly connect it up with ac- 
tual persons. 

But the jury found for the plain- 
tiff and. in summing up, the court 
said that if the objectionable passages 
in the book were a libel on Col. Max- 
well, it was a libel of an atrocious 
character which, if the charges were 
believed by any person in authority 
over him, would have led to the ab- 
solute ruin of his Army career and 
possibly to his ostraciam from society.

BALTIMORE, Maryland. 
N THE shadow of 
the gallows, 
Charles P. (‘“‘Coun- 
try’) Carey looks 
out between the 
cell bars and 
blithely sings. He 
is as merry as 
though he had not 
a care in the 
world; as flippant as though April 27 
marked the day of his liberty rather 
than the day of his death. He jests 
about the hangman. He laughs; light- 
heartedly. 

All of which has the Warden and 
guards of the Maryland State Peniten- 
tiary here plainly stumped. They are 
more than a little worried. The more 
they try to figure out what Carey has 
up his sleeve, the more perplexed and 
nervous they become. They are actu- 
ally getting jumpy. The spectacle of a 
inan about to die for murder frolick- 
ing and smiling with so much cock- 
sureness is a phenomenon too deep for 
prison guards. They don't conceal the 
fact they will experience a great relief 
when the hanging is over. Until it is. 
they can't feel sure that it is going 
to happen at all. As a reprieve is al- 
most out of the question, it ts fairly 
obvious that Carey has some jail- 
breaking scheme in his head. But 
what kind? There is always the dan- 
ger of playing directly into his hands. 
There is ever the fear that the most 
innocent device will prove to be just 
what he is looking for. 

For instance, there -was that valen- 
tine of a few weeks ago. That came 
very near bringing about their undo- 
ing. But it looked innocent enough. 
It bore no signature but, for that mat- 
ter, valentines seldom do. The War- 
den, after looking it over, decided it 
was just a kindly remembrance from 
somebody enjoying more fortunate cir- 
cumstances than those of the prisoner 
who was even then waiting in his 
death cell. He allowed it to be de- 
livered to Carey. 

The Warden had been right about 
it being a kindly remembrance, only 
he didn’t suspect how kindly it was. 
It was so kindly, indeed, that it might 
have resulted in a wholesale jail 
break had not the sender become too 
zealous in his kindness. 


NE valentine was all right. But 
() when, several days later, there 

Came another, a duplicate of the 
first and addressed by the same hand. 
it aroused suspicion. The Warden 
called in his assistants and they ex- 
amined the missive with great care. 
In doing so they found out why death- 
cell prisoners get big, fancy valentines. 
Sealed up inside of it-they found two 
small hacksaws. 

Here, they thought, they had dis- 
covered the secret of Carey's confi- 
dence. And, having discovered it, they 
supposed they had frustrated his plan. 
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They expected a sudden change in his 
attitude. But it didn’t change. Fail 
ure to receive the saws seemed to 
cause him only the slightest concern. 
He remained as blithe and confident as 
before. So then they started wonder- 
ing what else was coming and in what 
form it would come. Asa result, each 
piece of mail he receives now is sub- 
jected to the closest scrutiny and the 
guards are getting more jumpy ever 
day. 

The guards dread the idea of Carey 
attempting a break, for in such emer- 
gencies in the past he has shown a dis- 
position to be rough. So has Benja- 
min Spragins, who occupies an adjoin- 
ing cell. That is why both are under 
sentence to die on April 27. The last 
time they tried to escape they tried it 
together and killed a guard in the at- 
tempt. 

Baltimore has been a jinx for Coun- 
try Carey. In New York he ran fast 
and loose as a gunman and was suc- 
cessful to a marked degree in keeping 
clear of detectives. But trouble be- 
gan the minute he entered Maryland. 
In the first place. he lost his money 
gambling and set out desperately to 
get more. But the first job he worked 
brought such a landslide of public in- 
dignation upon his head that before 
he knew it he was behind stone walls 
with a life stretch ahead. That job 
was the notorious Norris holdup mur- 
der of 1922 and of all the crimes ever 
committed in this city that probably 
was the most sensational. 


August. William B. Norris of a con- 

tracting firm had just left the Com- 
monwealth Bank, on the edge of the 
city’s main business section, with 
money for the firm's weekly payroll! 
He had $7200 in a smal! satchel]. With 
him was his bookkeeper, Frederick W. 
Keuthe, who carried a black metal box 
of change. 

They had just crossed the street, a 
block from the bank, when a large 
touring car swept up to the curb and 
four men jumped out. Without warn- 
ing or explanation, one of them struck 
Keuthe on the head. felling him with 
one blow, and another began firing at 
Norris, who quickly crumpled up on 
the sidewalk. The third and fourth men 
gathered up the bag and box, dumped 
them into the car, and. after the man 
with the gun had felt Norris’ heart 
and fired several more shots into his 
body, the quartet got into the machine 
and sped away. 

Thus began the real troubles of 
Country Carey. Within 10 minutes 
the entire city of Baltimore was up in 
arms, with every policeman and al- 
most every citizen on the lookout for 
the murder car. It was an avowed 
man hunt to the death. For several! 
hours police cars sped from one end 
of town to the other in response to 
flashes that the robbers had beer 
seen, but all clews‘fell down until late

in the afternoon, when the roundup 
was really started with the arrest of 
‘Wiggles’ Smith, later identified as 
the man who had felled Keuthe. He 
was arrested in a drunken braw! on 
the river front, but before the police 
got a confession from him Frank Al- 
lers, driver of the car, gave himself up 
and made a clean breast of his part in 
the affair, gaining immunity thereby. 


IS story was that after the 
H eereus the gang had dashed 

about the city for nearly two 
hours to confuse the police, and had 
then hidden the car in a secluded barn, 
divided the loot and separated. Smith. 
he said, had slugged Keuthe, and Wal- 
ter Socolow was the man who had shot 
and killed Norris. 

Socolow, according to Allers, had 
been badly frightened and as soon as 
the plunder was divided had gone to 
a lawyer for advice. He had _ then 
speedily left the city. The other two 
men in the car, Allers told police, were 
James (‘Jack’) Hart and Country 
Carey, New York gunmen. Hart, he 
said, was the brains of the gang, and 
Carey, who was an expert with fire- 
arms, had been taken along to help 
ward off pursuers. 


With this information in hand, the 
man hunt quickly narrowed down toa 
specific and workabie basis. Carey 
was the first captured. He was found 
at his quarters shortly after the con- 
fession, and that evening three other 
men connected with the crime in 
minor ways were arrested. It was the 
middle of September, however, before 
Hart and Socolow were taken. Hart 
was found in nearby Washington after 
he had traveled all over the country 
to evade the police, and Socolow, the 
killer, was captured in New York. 


Justice followed swiftly. All those 
in the death car—except Allera. who 
was granted immunity—were given 
life sentences {[n the penitentiary, and 
Country Carey found himself, for the 
first time, behind iron bars. Up to 
that time he had been merely “one of 
the Hart gang,” but after a few years 
of prison life he made a bid for noto- 
riety in his own right. 


that before the holdup 
Carey had known a young man, Ben- 
jamin F. Spragins by name. a devotee 
of that less adventurous side of crim- 
inality known as “second-story work.”’ 
The two had never worked a job to- 
gether, but they had talked over a lot 
of them, and when Carey found him- 
self in prison Spragins visited him oc- 
casionally and brought him cigarettes. 

But Spragins eventually landed in 
the same place as the result of an un-

town section. And 

Spragins, being young, 

brought hope and ambi- 

tion with him, qualities 

which are admirable in the out- 

side world, but which often get 
convicts into trouble. At work 

or on the recreation field within 
the prison, Spragins and Carey 
met occasionally and at length be- 
gan to discuss the possibilities of a 
dash for freedom. Spragins is said 

to have suggested it. After consid- 
erable discussion, Carey said he was 
willing to make the attempt. He 
hadn't much hope of success, but felt 
that since he was in for life anyway 
he had nothing to lose. Several days 
later they met again and made defi- 
nite plans. Their cells were in the 
huge U-shaped byilding which com- 
prises the dormitory section, and in 
order to get to the main building, 
where the gate to freedom lay, it was 
necessary for them to cross the court- 
yard. Sentries there would ask for a 
pass, of course, and to get around this 
difficulty Spragins stole an unused 
pass from one of his fellow prisoners 
and changed the name on it. Carey, 
unable to find one to steal, managed to 
siip one from a guard and forged to 
it the name of another guard he knew 
would be off duty at the time appoint- 
ed for the break. 


and, as the tower clock began to 
chime, the two prisoners appeared 
in the courtyard and, showing their 
passes hurriedly to the sentry on duty, 
were allowed to pass on to the main 
building on the pretense of getting 
some packages that were supposed to 
be waiting for them in the office. It 
had all been carefully planned before- 
hand and each knew his part. Neither 
man spoke to or looked at the other. 
They went into the long, bare cor- 
ridor, with’ the courtyard behind them 
and freedom in front. Only the office 
with its two guards remained to bar 
them. Once in the open, they had 
agreed, they would hold up the first 
passing motorist, force him to drive 
them to seclusion at the point of a pis- 
tol; then rob him of enough to make

HEN, suddenly, a shot echoed 
behind him in the corridor.

The 
guard was dead. Carey relaxed his 
grip and looked up to see Spragins at 
his side with a smoking revolver in 
his hand. 

Meanwhile, Guard Stortz, in the 
next room, had heard the shot and had 
come rushing into the office to find 
Walker prostrate on the floor and the 
two prisoners standing over him. 
While he was taking in the situation. 
Spragins swung quickly around. lev- 
eling his pistol at him. Stortz dropped 
on the floor. He did that just in 
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time, for as he struck the floor he 
heard a report and also heard a bul- 
let strike the steel filing case behind 
him. 

Carey, according to the guard's tee 
timony later, seemed thunderstruck. 
He simply stood there astride the 
body, with the guard’s pistol in his 
hand. But Spragins advanced on 
Stortz, at the same time taking aim 
for another shot The guard beat 
him to it. 

Spragins was badly wounded. He 
dropped the revolver and tumbled 
in a heap half way between Carey 
and Stortz. Then Carey, suddenly 
awake, started an advance of his own. 
He tried to fire, and might have sue 
ceeded but for the fact that the pistol 
he had taken from Walker had a trick 
lock on it and wouldn't fire. Storts, 
not knowing this, fired again and the 
mutiny was over. Carey, with a bul- 
let in his leg, fell to the floor aud al 
most immediately a small army of 
guards, armed with riot guns, poured 
into the room. Thus did Country 
Carey's dash for liberty reward him. 
His Maryland jinx had brought him to 
grief again, and this time, real grief. 
At the trial a few days later he and 
Spragins were sentenced to death for 
the murder of Guard Walker.

They are convinced the valet 
tine episode was part of a plot 
for freedom, but they are unable 
to explain how he took part in the 
formation of such a plot. All of bis 
mail has been closely watched and it 
spected and he has been held incom 
municado in his cell since the day # 
the trial. He has seen nobody at clos 
range except his guard and Spragins 
in the adjoining cell. The valentine, 
with its inclosed hacksaws, therefore, 
must have represented some pream 
ranged plot. If such is the case, thes 
it is believed probable that the outside 
conspirator may have any number of 
other cards to play in the event of 
failure of one. 

Who can that mysterious person be 
and what will he try next? These are 
questions that try the nerves of prises 
guards. They are getting more jumpy 
every day. And meanwhile Carey 
sings on as unconcernedly as spring 
birds perching on a gallows tree. 
melody seems strangely out of plac®

B UT Carey quickly recovered bis 
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Hunting Coyotes From the Sky

RAPID CITY, South Dakota. 
N AIRPLANE 
dives low over the 
sagebrush; a shot- 
gun roars above 
the whirr of the 
motor and another 
sneaky, yelping coy- 
ote bites the dust. 
That's the new way 
of war and adven- 
ture recently adopted here in the old 
dime novel land of Deadwood Dick. 
The airplane has supplanted the cay- 
use and the coyote has supplanted the 
‘redskin as the white man’s enemy. The 
redskins who used to bite South Da- 
kota dust are gone or tamed now and 

the stage coach robber is no more, 80 
the Black Hills country can turn its 
shooting talent to the business. of 
making life safer for sheep and calves. 
Smarting under the opprobrious but 
well-warranted nickname of ‘‘the Coy- 
ote State,’ South Dakota is out to ex- 
terminate the prairie wolf and some 
of its more resourceful hunters are 
speeding up the work by becoming air 
raiders and carrying the war directly 
Into the coyote strongholds. They 
are hunting the troublesome _ sheep 
killers from the sky, pouncing down 
upon them like great falcons. Three 
“aces” in the extraordinary campaign 
have brought in 77 coyote pelts in less 
than six weeks. 

For along time the ranchers and 
hunters of the. State have waged a 
sporadic warfare against the elusive 
kravish-tan prairie wolf, but the in- 
trease has- been more rapid than the 
Catch. Hunters stalking the game on 
foot or horseback, or even in motor 
cars, made comparatively slight in- 
roads into the hungry packs. Barn- 
yard losses remained as great as ever. 
But not long ago certain ranchers of 
this region, driven to drastic measures, 
began to offer a reward, or bounty, 
of $10 a head for each coyote account- 
ed for. It was then the air raid was 
adopted to combat the barpyard raid. 
Ciyde Ice, chief pilot of the Rapid Air- 
lines of this city. pressed his Eagle- 
rock airplane into the service and en- 
listed as his “army’’ two gunners— 
Charles Orlupp of Rapid City and Earl 
Wilson of Belle Fourche. Together, 
they took the field, or rather the air, 
and since then they have made of the 
Warfare a profitable occupation. As 
hides sell for approximately $10 
apiece, each coyote pelt brought in 
Was good for about $20. Thus, six 
Weeks of hunting has yielded a re- 
lurn of something over $1500.

Elk Creek 12 miles 
north of here, an 
area famous as a 


ground. In an hour 
they were back at 
the airport with two 
coyotes. Their success was immedi- 
ately reported in the local newspapers 
and Otto Wolff, the rancher on whose 
land the coyotes were killed, heard 
about it. He called at the airport with 
an offer of $10 for every wolf the fly- 
ers could bag in his vicinity The 
packs, he said, had sadly depleted his 
sheep flock. 

This offered the incentive that led 
Ice and Orlupp to enter the campaign 
in earnest. They overhauled their 
shotguns and rifles and agreed on the 
plan of campaign. Since Ice was the 
better pilot and Orlupp the _ better 
marksman, they divided their duties 
according to special ability. Whenever 
weather conditions were favorable 
they scouted an area of about 60 
square miles along Elk Creek. Scarce- 
ly ever did they return empty handed. 
Usually they brought in three or four 


coyotes. 


the extreme northwest corner of 

the State, then got interested and 
duplicated the offer of Wolff. Where- 
upon Ice turned his raids into their 
district, taking along as his gunner 
Earl Wilson, known as an expert 
marksman. In a short time 77 of the 
predatory beasts had been brought in 
That number, of course, did not ap- 
preciably cut down the prairie wolf 
population of South Dakota, but it 
marked a step in the right direction 
and was generally regarded as a good 
bag for three men. Anyway, with their 
achievement as an example, other 
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hunters, it is believed, will take up the 
air-raiding business, both for sport 
and profit. But it isn’t so easy as 
some imagine. To dive out of the sky 
and pick off a running coyote while 
traveling at 100 miles an hour is not 
much like clay-pigeon shooting. In 
this part of the country, too, the ter- 
rain is so uneven as to render landing 
difficult after the kill has been made. 

After skirting the southern escarp- 
ments of the Black Hills, which reach 
across the western border of Sout 
Dakota into Wyoming, the Cheyenne 
River takes a northeasterly course to 
its junction with the Missour!. Be- 
tween the hills and the Cheyenne 18 an 
ever-widening V that Is traversed by a 
series of fertile vaileys watered by) 
streams running down out of the 
mountains. Between these broad roll- 
ing valleys are broken table lands. The 
ranchers cultivate the valleys, raising 
good crops of grain and alfalfa, and 
the broken lands, more or less covered 
with short buffalo grass, are utilized 
for grazing herds of horses, cattle and 


sheep. 
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Ice and Orlupp with their 


first two coyotes. 


It is in these broken and rugged 
areas that the coyote flourishes, prey- 
ing on young calves and sheep with 
deadly havoc. As long as plenty of 
sheep are available, the wolf does not 
eat the carcass of its kill. It merely 
slashes the throat, drinks the blood 
and goes after another victim. Thus, 
one animal sometimes can destroy a 
large number of 
sheep in a single 
foray The coyote, 
moreover, isa wary 
and elusive beast, 
hard to trap or kill. 
All of which ex- 
plains why ranch- 
ers are relentless in 
their hatred of 
prairie wolves. 

When Ice and 
Orlupp began their 
aerial quest for 
coyote hides, they 
were ploneering in 
a new field of

sport and, naturally, did not develop 
their present technique until afte: 
gaining a bit of experience. At first 
they were awkward. For example, 
when they saw that first pair of ani- 
inale in the breaks along Elk creek 
their only plan was to swoop down 
like an eagle, sub- 
stituting a gunshot 
for talons. They 
did both the 
swooping and the 
shooting skilifulls 
enough. lee 
banked the plane 
as they passed 
over and Orlupp 
killed a coyote 
each time.

and that happened to 
be more than a mile 
from the nearest spot 
that offered a land- 
ing place. The land- 
ing was made, however, and the hunt- 
ers had to trudge on foot to pick up 
their game, and during the hike of 
two miles or more over rough, snow- 
covered ground they had time and in- 
clination to meditate upon their er- 
ror. The result was the unique game, 
originated by them, of “‘herding’’ coy- 
otes. They put it into practice on their 
next expedition. 

“Herding’’ was accomplished by 
first picking out a desirable place to 
land and then driving the coyotes to 
it, making the kill where little walk- 
ing would be necessary. For driving 
the animals in the right direction a 
high-powered rifle was used and the 
shotgun was reserved for the coup de 
grace. It was found that by flying 
low, swooping and zoomfmg in the rear 
of the fugitives, they could be kept 
from veerj{ng off the chosen course. 
Then, when they reached the proper 
place, they could be dropped almost in 
their tracks with the shotgun. All 
the hunters had to do then was to 
land and taxi up to the carcass. 


Ton hunters found out several 
other things, too, in the course 
of their campaign. One was that 
it is almost useless to hunt coyotes 
from the air unless’ there is snow on 
the ground. The animals are well pro- 
tected from view by a grayish-tan coat 
that blends with the color of the 
prairie grass, making them almost im- 
possible to see from any considerable 
distance. More coyotes can be sighted 
in an hour with snow on the ground 
than in a whole day. without. 

For locating their game, the fly- 
ergs discovered that the best plan 
was to cruise over the coyote ter- 
ritory at a height of about 800 or 900 
feet. If the ground was not too brok- 
en, this gave them a good view of the 
landscape for half.a mile. Sighting 
the game, they had then to spot a good 
landing field and make the drive. 

When it was time to make the kill, 
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[ce piloted the plane directly over the 
fleeing animals at a height of 100 feet 
or less. Sometimes he dived down to 
within 50 feet of the ground and Or- 
lupp fired just as the beast became vis- 
ible behind the wing of the plane. 
Thus he was shooting almost directly 
down. And the charge of buckshot, if 
properly planted in the coyote’s back, 
worked deadly execution. But plant- 
ing it there with the coyote running at 
top speed and the plane flying 100 
miles an hour required the fanciest of 
fancy shooting. Even the mighty Or- 
lupp didn't always score with the first 
shot. but he never allowed a selected 
victim to escape. Besides, coyotes are 
very tenacious of life, and the num- 
ber of shots required to bring them 
down is not an infallible criterion as 
to the marksmanstip of the hunter 
Once Orlupp knocked a coyote down 


~ 


12 times before it was finally dia- 
patched. 

On two or three occasions other 
hunters of this region tried their hand 
at shooting from the plane, but fell far 
short of the standard set by Orlupp 
and Wilson. An old-time rancher on 
Elk Creek, considered by nelghbors to 
be the best marksman in the country, 
went up with Ice one day and managed 
to get only one coyote with a box of 25 
shells. Another was Vern Crabtree, 
one of Ice’s student flyers. He did 
better than the rancher, but only be- 
cause he had two boxes of shells. Four 
coyotes were sighted on the flight and 
two of them got away when Crabtree 
ran out of ammunition. 


LYING at the low altitude nec- 
Pi essars for bagging coyotes with 

a shotgun is pretty likely to 
get the flyer into trouble sooner 
or later, especially in rough coun- 
try. Twice, Pilot Ice came near 
to grief with his plane. Once, a 
coyote being pursued headed up a 
guich between two hills. The plane 
followed, flying low. At the head of 
the guich the ground rose abruptly 
and the plane did not have speed 
enough to zoom over. Its landing gear 
crashed against the rise and came near 
causing the machine to turn a som- 
ersault. The flyers got a heavy jolt, 
but no real damage was done to the 
plane. Another time the landing gear 
knocked over a fence post. 

Other adventures also are related 
by the flyers. Once, after the flyers 
had made a kill they landed and re- 
turned to the spot to find the animal 
left for dead had disappeared. But 
upon looking around they found its 
hindquarters sticking out of a badger 
hole in a nearby snowbank. Ice 
grasped the animal's legs and pulled it 
out, but discovered suddenly that he 
had a vicious fighter on his hands. As 
the wounded animal, with fangs bared, 
snarling and snapping, struck at his 
arms, he swung it over his head and 
dashed it to the ground in the manner 
of a man fighting a fire with a wet 
sack. He had to repeat the operation 
several times before the beast was sub- 
dued. 

Under most conditions the coy- 
ote is a slinking coward, but there 
are times when it will turn and 
fight valiantly. Ice tells of one in- 
stance when he encountered a coy- 
ote that was anything but a coward. 
Usually when the roaring plane swoops 
down the animals flee in a panic. This 
one, the largest killed during the sea- 
son, started to run, too. But when 
the plane leveled off close to the 
ground the animal! turned and charged 
the monster of the air, barking fero- 
cilously. The flyers declared they could 
hear it barking above the sound of the 
motor. Then, as the plane passe 
overhead, the coyote leaped Into the 
air in an effort to pull it down. But 
it was all over a moment later, for the 
beast at bay made a good still target. 


HE flyers found that coyotes 
hunted from the air act differ- 
ently, according to whether they 
are alone or in groups. When alone 
they usually strike for cover at the 
first hint of danger and leg it at top 
speed until they are shot. But when 
several are together they frequently 
sit or lie still until the plane passes 
over them at low altitude. Then the) 
ecatter and flee in different directions, 
making it necessary to run them down 
one at a time. Sometimes a lone coy- 
ote is apparently overcome by fear 
and fawns on the ground as the alr- 
plane swoops down. 

The aerial coyote campaign has now 
ceased and probably will not be re- 
sumed again unti!) next winter, when 
the ground is covered with snow. It's 
a poor business when the snow is gone 
Next winter the hunters expect to get 
started earlier and are looking forward 
to a profitable year. 
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The Dispute Over Bones and 
Rocks Found Near a Little 
French 
Town the 
Most 
Sensational 


Controversy 
Since the 


Dreyfus 


Case. 
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By a Special Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch Sunday Magasine 
PARIS. 

HERE has been no 

dispute like it in 

France since the 

Dreyfus case sepa- 

rated the French 

republic into two 

partisan camps. 

This fact is ac- 

knowledged by the 

most conservative 

observers. 

Beginning as a mild scientific quar- 
rel among a few learned men, it rap- 
idly was transferred to the popular 
arena and now everyore in France is 
either Glozelist or anti-Glozelist. And 
passionately and belligerently so. 

The outsider, particularly the Amer- 
ican, is very much inclined to look on 
in amazement, wondering what it’s all 
about. It is this: Near the little 
town of Glozel, in the very middle of 
Brance, several years ago, certain re- 
mains, supposedly ancient, were 
found—bones, engraved pebbles and 
other archeological trophies. A local 
physician first championed these finds 
as evidence of a new type of Stone Age 
civilization. By other local authori- 
ties they were pronounced frauds. 

Then-the dispute spread as though 
a little whirlpool had formed in the 
center of France and had grown ever 
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spirit of the Glozel discoveries devoted 
all his zeal was the disclosure of a 
form of culture immediately fitting 
on to the Magdalenian or ‘reindeer 
period,’ though yet Neolithic in many 
of its essential products, such as pol- 
ished stone axes, pottery and the 
querns of an agricultural population 
When the first engraving of a rein 
deer appeared on a pebble, the emi- 
nent authority on Cave Man, the Abbe 
Breull, expressed the view that it 
might, after all, be ‘a generalized rep- 
resentation of one of the Cervidae’ 


instances at 
least, testified 
just as decisive- 
ly to the an- 
tiquity of the 
Glozel finds. 
On another ax il- « i ig OP Dr. Morilet re- 
% cently reported 
that he had re- 
ceived a tele- 
gram from Pro- 
fessor Mendes- 
Correa, who 
made a chem- 
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resembling letters. 
lustrated in the book were inscribed 
an arrow and three characters repre- 
senting a Z or angular S, a T and an 
X. besides the Phoenician letters L 
and E 

Fradin did some more digging in 
the ground immediately around the 
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wider and wider, creating larger and 
more important waves. Now two 
French academies are involved, the di- 
rector of the Louvre Museum is being 
sued for libel, several near riots have 
ensued at the University of Paris and 
half the archeologists and anthropolo- 
gists are issuing scathing denuncia- 
tions of the other half. 

But it has spread much farther than 
this and there are, literally, Glozelist 
and anti-Glozelist butcher boys, and 
they have been observed fighting in 
the street over the authenticity of the 
Glozel finds. .In fact, just as at the 
time of the Dreyfus affair, when it 
was impossible to find anyone who did 
not believe either in the innocence or 
the guilt of Dreyfus, so in France to- 
day there are practicaliy no neutrals. 

The whole issue centers about a 
young peasant, Emile Fradin, who 
first brought to light the Glozel ‘‘an- 
tiquities.”” It was quite by chance that 
he precipitated this controversy that 
has grown to international proportions. 
Far from being the traditionally stupid 
peasant, young Fradin is a person of 
considerable intelligence and a certain 
artistic bent. 

It was while working on his grand- 
father’s farm on the outskirts of Glo- 
zel, not far from the much larger 
town of Vichy, that Fradin came upon 
the first ‘find.’ Of oval shape, with 
walls and floors of flat clay tiles, and 
not very deeply embedded, he believed 
it to be an ancient tomb or sepuichre. 


EWS of his “find’’ spread 
N around Glozel and the immedi- 
ate neighborhood. It was not 
long before a local archeological so- 
clety delegated M. Clement to go to 
the Fradin farm and examine the 
“tomb.” At first Clement agreed with 
Fradin that it was, indeed, a tomb, but 
on further examination he held it to be 
a glass furnace, similar to others which 
have been found in France, and which 
date no further back than the thir- 
teenth or fourteenth centuries. 
But the visit of M. Clement to thi 


spot at which he had found the 
“tomb.” And he was rewarded by 
finding two polished axes and a rolled 
pebble, all engraved with distinct 
characters. This again aroused the 
local antiquarians and news of the new 
discoveries reached a certain Dr. 
Morlet in Vichy. 

Dr. Morlet came to Glozel, saw the 
markings on the axes and the stones 
and very quickly convinced himself 
that it was the greatest find of the 
century—that here was evidence of a 
Stone Age alphabet which the Cave 
Man used for written communication. 
Now, this has long been a theory of 
certain archeologists—that there was 
such an alphabet. And the fact that 
here was apparent proof of it caused 
the wildest excitement among the fra- 
ternity that excites itself over this 
aort of thing. 


R. MORLET leased the site of 
LD: excavations—-the Fradin 

farm—and he supplied money 
for further digging. Thanks to him, 
too, Emile was able to add new text- 
books to his library. Many other finds 
began to come te light, pebbles with 
reindeers inscribed on them, pots en- 
graved with human faces. 

Two more tombs came to light, and 
it‘ developed that the little terrace on 
which all the.eantiquities have been 
found——scarcely larger than a large 
drawing room-—was a burial ground. 
Within these tombs were inscribed 
bricks, grotesque bi-sexual idols of 
clay, pebbles engraved. with reindeer 
heads and rude, but sometimes in- 
scribed, owl-faced pots. But—strange- 
ly enough—there were no skeletons. 
Although the engraved bones of ani- 
mads were sufficiently well preserved. 

As word of all this activity spread 
abroad, visitors to Glozel became more 
and more numerous. Anthropolo- 
gists and archeologists came to view 
the finds, which were stored in a cot- 
tage on the Fradin farm that served 
as a rough sort of museum. And with 
the coming of these outsiders the dis-

long sequel. Emile’s interest in an- 
tiquities was aroused and he insisted 
that what he had unearthed was an 
ancient tomb. Clement wished to en- 
courage the young man’s interest In 
this direction and he gave him a 
pamphiet describing certain finds in a 
neighborhood not far distant from 
Glozel. 

The French take their antiquities with 
passionate earnestness — as witness 
the present quarrel—and this pamph- 
let pepresented years of effort on the 
part of another amateur antiquarian. 
It contained illustrations of an ax on 
which were inscribed rude markings

“Some said they were genuine. But 
a larger number held they were fakes. 
The newspapers took it up. There 
were editorials and counter-editorials. 
It came to be a source of dissension 
in the universities. And before long 
it had become the major point of con- 
tention in all France. While learned 
men in the Academy of Inscriptions 
and other academies marshalled their 
arguments, men at the little tables 
along the boulevards of Paris 
screamed ‘‘Fraud!’’ or ‘‘Authentic!” at 
each other. Dr. Morlet attracted sev- 
eral warm adherents among the 
learned men who were willing to rush 
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to the defense of the Glozel finds on 
any and all occasions. 

At the height of the controversy, 
partisans of both sides urged the ap- 
pointment of an international com- 
mission of inquiry to settle the quea- 
tion once and for all. And auch a 
commission was agreed upon. 

Distinguished scientists from _ all 
over the world came to the obscure 
little town of Glozel. Representatives 
of nearly every branch of science and 
virtually every important European 
country made the pilgrimage to what 
was either the shrine of a great dis- 
covery, destined to revolutionize all 
major concepts of prehistory or——a co- 
lossa! joke. 

The commission went over the 
ground very carefully. They examined 
everything that had been hitherto dug 
up and stored in the Fradin cottage. 
They subjected the finds to the most 
exacting tests. 


UT, more important, they did 
Boon digging on their own ini- 
tiative. They found many things 
-~pebbles with reindeers engraved on 
them, inscribed stones and more in- 
scribed pots. But, most important of 
all, they found two bricks engraved 
with the Phoenician L and E and the 
S T X characters. It was the way in 
which these bricks were found, how- 
ever, that largely influenced them in 
the report which they made. 
The bricks were found beneath a 
granite block and above that block 
the surface of the earth mold was

humped up, obviously the result of 
someone's having removed some earth 
and then replaced it, the commission 
said. Furthermore, they discovered 
in the condition of the tree and grass 
roots reasons to believe the earth had 
been recently disturbed. And they 
were able to make an almost posi- 
tive assertion that the bricks were of 
no great age. 

Considering these things, it was in- 
evitable that the commission should 
return a verdict of fraud in the re- 
port which the members compiled 
jointly. Another fact they took into 
consideration was that, though there 
were so-called ‘‘tombs,”’ there were no 
traces of any skeletons. By implica- 
tion, the commission accused Emile 
Fradin of having perpetrated an enor- 
mous hoax. 


ND so the dispute was settled? 
Axe at all. Quite the reverse, 
in fact. , 

The report of the commission was 
greeted with a storm of abuse. By 
this time Glozelist was a fighting cry 
and there were many noted scientists 
and academy members who refused to 
be shaken by the commission's deci- 
sion. The three most noted Gloze- 
lists—or at least the most ardent ad- 
herents—-MM. Salomon Reinach, Es- 
peradeen and Loth of the Academy of 
Inscriptions —- issued an indignant 
statement, comparing the commission 
to the inquisition which ordered Gali- 
leo to recant the selentific truths he 
had discovered and condemned him to 
prison. 

‘‘As to the commission and its in- 
spiring agent,’ their statement said, 
“they will share, along with the in- 
quisitors of 1632, the only immortality 
which ts open to them—that of ridi- 
cule.”’ 

Moreover, the Glozelists brought 
forward other experts, who, in some 
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ical analysis of 
some of the 
bones, stating that fossilization is very 
prominent, indicating great age. 

“The report does not shake my con- 
victions,”’ Dr. Morlet asserted. ‘Only 
half of the Glozel field has been ex- 
plored and the truth will come from 
the earth.’ Nor did it shake the con- 
victions of a million or so lesser Glo- 
zelists, who, though they have had no 
active part in the affair, have just as 
passionate feelings on the question. 

As for young Fradin, he and his fa- 
ther recently came to Paris to start 
suit against M. Dussaud, head of the 
Louvre Museum and one of Emile’s ac- 
cusers. The object of these two peas- 
ants, a few years ago utterly obscure 
and now world famous, is to clear the 
honor of the Fradin name. They ask 
for one franc damages. 

At the same time that this 
sult was filed, the president of the 
Glozel Inquiry Commission, Count 
Begouen, professor at Toulouse Uni- 
versity and a famous paleologist, an- 
nounced his intention of filing a Mbel 
suit against Professor Loth, who is 
now delivering at the Sorbonne a se- 
ries of lectures {n favor of the authen- 
ticity of the Glozel finds. In the 
course of these lectures he has _bit- 
terly denounced the-commission and 
its members. Under difficulties, how- 
ever, for at every lecture the students 
have staged an uproarious demonstra- 


tion, approaching the proportions of a 
riot. 


HE latest impartial observer to 
Survey the Glozel excavations 
and finds was Sir Arthur Evans, 
distinguished British anthropologist. 
He holds to the fraud Opinion and 
traces out Emile’s hoax from the point 
at which he first began to acquire 
some knowledge of archeology as fol- 
lows: 

“As the process of instruction 
progressed a distinct evolution be- 
comes perceptible in the objects pro- 
duced, and their variety increases. 
The inscriptions on bricks are no long- 
er scratched, like the first, on the al- 
ready baked material, but engraved on 
the soft clay, which was later par- 
tially baked. They multiply and be- 
come more voluminous. New signs ap- 
pear, taken from a larger repertory; 
and M. Dussa has pointed out that the 
receipt-——from a prominent academici- 
an—of a publication containing speci- 
mens of Iberic alphabets was prompt- 
ly followed by the appearance of 
some characteristic Iberic letters. It 
looks, too, as if some specimens of 
Cretan ltnear script had also found 
their way here. 


“The goal to which the directing 


(the family of deer, elk, moose, etc.). 
At a meeting of the Academy of In- 
scriptions (one of the most important 
learned groups in France) the chief 
protagonist of the Glozel finds is said 
to have exclaimed on hearing this: 
‘That is lucky, for if the drawing had 
been a reindeer it would have been 
necessary to conclude that it was the 
work of a forger!’ Reindeer on French 
soil in a,Neolithic medium might well 
shock a student of prehistory. Al 


ready in the later phase of Paleolith- 


ic culture it was becoming extinct. 


“But the true believers of Glosel 
were not to be let off so easily. ... 
These northern animals began to re 
peat themselves on stone and bone. 
It may be said, indeed, to have rained 
reindeers, and the commission itself 
was made to unearth a rolled pebble 
engraved with a fine specimen. This, 


like most others, had an alphabetiform . 


inscription attached. The figures in 
textbooks on which some of these were 
based have been pointed out, but in 
one case the artist has allowed him- 
self the liberty of giving a perspective 
rendering of a dead animal—a very 
non-Magdalenian touch... At the same 


‘time, to counterbalance, as it were, 


this Arctic species, another engraved 
fragment presents the characteristic 
outlines of a head of an Indian buf- 
falo. About this Abbe Breuil had no 
doubt. 


“Taken as a whole, the Glozel ob 
jects could not, one might have sup 
posed, have deceived a novice. The 
engraved objects showed at times the 
rough knack of a copyist, and, indeed, 
in some cases quite clearly reflect the 
Originals in textbooks. All else was a 
rude as it was impossible. The axes, 
of soft stone, were such as were never 
known to primitive man. A steatite 
arrowhead, with barb as well a8 & 
stem, represents an ungainly imite 
tion of a Bronze Age type.”

are not taking it as a joke. For theif 
reputations are at stake. 


Sir Arthur concludes his report 
follows: 


“After a survey of the Glozgl relies 
themselves I was unable to avold the 
conclusion that they were all the work 
of the same hand—the ‘hand of ® 
bright lad, decidedly industrious, Whe 
has at any rate added to the gayety 
nations.”’ 

And surely no one will deny youns 
Fradin that tribute, even though 82 
other commission should decide 
the Glozelists are right after all.

Richt- 
hofen began his own spring offen- 
sive on March 12, when he won his 
sizty-fourth victory. The nert day, 
Lothar, his younger brother, was 
shot down and injured severely.)

“To cut a long story short, I de- 
serted on December 31, 1914, and 
joined the Northumberland Fusil- 
iers (Kitchener's Army) on Jan- 
uary 1, 1915.

released to take up my duties 
with the Royal Flying Corps early 
in 1917.

Three English Armstrong 
planes were shot down that day, 
but two of them fell behind their 
own lines. The only one unac- 
counted for was that occupied by 
Betley and Taylor, who were re- 
ported lost over the enemy lines. 

That day of Richthofen’s seven- 
ty-fourth victory marked the open- 
ing of the first battle of Arras in 
1918. 

While the fighting on the 
ground continued with intensity, 
there appears a lull of four days in 
the records of the German ace’s 
conquests. 


NOTHER decoration was the 
A revere granted to Richt- 

hofen at the beginning of the 
last month of his life. 

It was the Kaiser himself who 
the citation on April l, 
1918, by which the Red Knight of 
Germany added another and the 
last ribbon-hung bauble to the col- 
lection that adorned the breast of 
his dress tunic. 

Manfred's last medal was grant- 
ed in recognition of his seventieth 
victory—the late afternoon party 
on March 26, when he shot down 
Leggatt and Reading in flames. 
The citation did not reach him un- 
til after he had added fiye more 
to his bag. 

The ace’s seventy-fifth victory 
was paid for with the lives of 19- 
year-old Second Lieutenant E. D. 
Jones and Second Lieutenant R. F. 
Newton. It happened April 2. 


Eddie Jones enlisted in the Brit- 
ish army reserve when he was 17. 
That was in January, 1916. An- 
other year and he managed to get 
into the officers’ cadet wing of the 
Royal Flying Corps at Farnbor- 
ough. He reached the front as a 
full fledged pilot before his nine- 
teenth birthday, which he cele- 
brated on March 6, 1918. 

Richthofen killed him four 
weeks later. 

The comparison of Richthofen’s 


report of his seventy-fifth victory 
with the British air casualty lists 
for that day establish in the uni- 
formity of time. place, type of

Newton. the observer. was high- 
ly praised, not by name, but by 
reference, on the afternoon of his 
death, when Richthofen sat over

of an unexpected guest, Lieut. 
Lam pel. 

Other members of staffel 11, in- 
cluding Lieuts. Weiss, Wolff and 
Gassman, had donned the coats of 
their gray service uniforms. Some 
of the flyers still had smears of 
Oil on their cheeks. They were all 
young and tingling from the last 
flight over the line. 

Lampel, the visitor, was meet- 
ing the famous ace for the first 
time. He was shy in Richthofen's 
presence. 


AMPEL asked what success

hofen replied simply. 

While Lampel babbled congrat- 
ulations, Richthofen was looking 
silently out of the door.
